City Now Hiring Census Workers 


The City of Yorba Linda is 
presently taking applications for 
temporary enumerators to conduct a 
special census. The census will 
begin January 13, 1976 for the 
purpose of getting an accurate count 
of the City’s population. 

The resulting figures will be used 
to qualify for increased payments 
from state taxes on _ gasoline, 
cigarettes and motor vehicles which 
are paid to cities on the basis of 
population. 

The census will be conducted 
through door-to-door enumerations 
and the cooperation of all residents 
is essential for a successful census. 
All information is strictly confiden- 
tial. 


It may be used only for statistical 
purposes and may not be used for 
taxation or investigation pursuits. 
Individuals are never identified in 
the data either by name nor address. 

Any persons wishing to apply for 
one of these temporary positions 
which will last 10 to 14 days 
beginning January 13, 1976, should 
obtain an application from City Hall 
no later than December 31. 

Applicants must be a United 
States citizen and be at least 18 years 
of age. Enumerators will work at 
least six hours a day, including 
evenings and Saturdays. The pay 
will be $2.35 per hour.

The Brea Police Department 
announced today that they are 
recruiting for new Police Explorer 
candidates during the months of 
December and January. 

The Brea Police Explorer Post is 
operated under the direction of the 
Police Department and is sponsored 
as an advanced division of the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

The Post is an occupational 
training program and community 
service organization for young men 
and women between 14 and 20 years 
of age.

Yorba Linda to provide more playing 
area for baseball and _ softball 
leagues this summer. 

Action was taken at the December 
15 City Council meeting to allocate 
$8,000 for shipping and installation 
of the backstops. They will be placed 
at Rose Drive School (2), Paine 
School (1), Yorba Linda Junior High 
(2) Nixon School (1) and Yorba 
Junior High (2). 

This will bring to 29 the number of 
baseball/softball playing areas. In 
addition city staff is reviewing the 
feasibility of lighting the baseall 
field at Yorba Linda Junior High. A 
report will be made to council in the 
very near future. 

The Yorba Linda School District 
has approved the installation of the 
backstops at their schools. Negotia- 
tions are still pending with the 
Placentia Unified School District for 
the backstops at Bernardo Yorba 
Junior High. 

The school districts will be 
responsible for maintenance and 
repair of all backstops. 


was “‘early spring’ for the work to 
be done. 

According to CalTrans people, the 
project is estimated to cost $50,000. 
It would include two miles of 
striping, possibly moving some 
power poles and other allied work. 
Stephenson requested that the one 
month bidding period be reduced to 
two weeks but was informed ‘‘we 
don’t do things that way.’’ 

CalTrans was interested in the 
city’s offer to purchase and supply 
the paint for the striping. 

The city engineer said that he will 
prepare a letter to be signed by the 
mayor to present to the District head 
of CalTrans in an effort to move the 
project along. In addition, he plans 
to pay a personal visit to CalTrans 
headquarters. 

Stephenson said that a report on 
accidents at intersections with 
Imperial within the city limits since 
1972 impressed the divisional 
CalTrans person he conferred with. 

That report was prepared by Bill 
Ross, former mayor, who has been 
an outspoken advocate of improving 
safety on the state highway. 

Ross presented the report to the 
City Council at the December 15 
meeting. It listed a total of 94 
accidents between January 1, 1972 
to December 1 of this year. 

Eleven accidents were recorded at 
the intersection of /Bastanchury and 
Imperial alone in the first 11 months 
of this year, a figure which 
Stephenson termed ‘‘excessive’’. 

Bastanchury, Valley View, Casa 
Loma, Eureka and Lemon intersec- 
tions have had the most accidents in 
the almost two year span. They have 
resulted in one death and 63 injured 
persons, eight of them being injured 
in one accident at Bastanchury and 
Imperial. 

The cause of almost half the 94 
accidents, 45, was predictable; 
failure to yield. Rear end collisions 
due to inattention, unsafe speed, 
mechanical failure and following too 
close was given as the cause of 17 
accidents. 

Eleven accidents involved ve- 
hicles striking fixed objects and

The large number of candidates 
combined with two revenue tax 
increase measures for the Yorba 
Linda and Fullerton High School 
Districts, respectively, could spark a 
large turnout of voters.

While neither district has any 
connection with city government it is 
generally agreed that candidates 
will either link themselves with the 
measures or be linked by the voters 
during the campaigning.

Sue Brown, manager of Security 
Pacific Bank, will lead the Chamber 
of Commerce next year following her 
election at last week’s Board of 
Director’s meeting. She had been 
serving as treasurer. 

Don Sisson, owner of Chalet 
Wines and Spirits, was elected vice 
president and Eldon Huffaker, 
manager of the Bank of America, 
will be treasurer. J. Elton Patridge is 
the outgoing president. 

Several board members indicated 
during a discussion that the term of 
the president should be for two 
years. It would take a revision of the 
by-laws to change the term from one 
to two years. Consensus was that 
this change should be effected. 

Upon receipt of a formal 
resignation from Tom Hogan, a new 


member will be appointed to the 
board. Hogan, recently elected to 
the board of directors, resigned 
because of a job change which will 
take him to Hemet. 

Bill OpDyke, executive manager, 
reported that Orange County 
Chambers of Commerce are 
organizing a meeting at which the 
highly acclaimed Santa Cruz sign 
ordinance will be studied. The 
meeting will be at a central site in 
the county in February or March. 

OpDyke said that reviews of sign 
ordinances indicate wide variances 
in cities and the chambers are 
looking towards establishment of a 
“‘set of reasonable standards that 
will balance the economic with the 
aesthetic facts of signs.’’

city-requested ‘‘jaws of life’’ tool 
used to extricate victims from auto 
wrecks and the like; Administrator 
Simonian was requested to deter- 
mine if the city is in fact being 
**short-changed’’);

Effort To Save 


Home Continues 


An effort to arouse public interest 
in preserving the Bradford House, 
has met with some success, Sylvia 
Hoskins, president of the Founders 
Society said this week. 

The local group recently sponsor- 
ed a luncheon to which business and 
civic leaders were invited. The effort 
was aimed at soliciting assistance in 
saving the homestead of Albert S. 
Bradford, founder of the city of 
Placentia. 

The two-story green house is 
located between Bradford and 
Kraemer Boulevard on Palm Drive. 
The house and grounds around it 
have been presented to the city of 
Placentia by Bradford heirs. 

Mrs. Hoskins said that 200 
invitations were issued to the 
luncheon with about 25 people 
attending. From these individuals, 
$250 in additional pledges has been 
received. 

The Founders Society has 
attempted to raise sufficient funds to 
assure the preservation of the home, 
hoping to supply the monies needed 
to bring it up to safety code for public 
use. The amount of money required 
has been estimated from $60,000 to 
$100,000. 

Representing the Bradford family 
at the luncheon was Mrs. Irene 
Bradford Kamin, a resident of Yorba 
Linda. 

The Founders Society, which has 
been working for a year on plans to 
save the home, will next be 
reporting to the Placentia City 
Council at its first meeting in 
January on January 6, 1976. At that 
time the group may seek an 
extension of the deadline on razing 
the home, until the city takes some 
action on creating a new Cultural

Mrs. Kamin told guests at the 
luncheon that she and other family 
members are very interested in 
seeing the home saved, and would 
hate to see it bulldozed down. 

‘‘Both my brother (A.S. ‘‘Buddy”’ 
Bradford) and I would like to see a 
museum occur,’’ Mrs. Kamin 
informed the group.
